RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 9th August 1947 


The Statements relating to the Revised Estimates for 

1946- 47 and the Budget Estimates for 1947-48 which 
were presented to the Legislative Assembly and the 
Council of State on the 28th February 1947 have been 
reconsidered by the Governor General in Council. 
The ohanges made are explained below and the state- 
ments are now published, as usual, in their final forms 
for general information. 

2- The Legislative Assembly voted the Demands for 

1947- 48 and the Supplementary Demands for 1946-47 
without any reduction. 

3. During the consideration of the Business Profits 
Tax Bill and the Bill to amend the Income-tax and 
Exoess Profits Tax certain modifications were agreed 
to by Government estimated to cost Rs. 12,50,00,000. 


The total revenue in the Budget Estimates for 1947-48 
has accordingly been reduced by this s mount. 

4. Dm- le discussion on iiio manway Budget 
Government deoided to exempt from the new surcharge 
fares below eight annan This will result in a reduction of 
Rs. 85,00,000 in the Railway receipts and consequently, 
in the amount transferred to the Railway Reserve Fund, 
the net contribution to General Revenues remaining un- 
O hangod. 

5. In the result the net estimated defloit for 
1947-48 has been increased by Rs. 12,60,00,000 to 
Rs. 29,46,49,000.
